Here is the check on con- 
traction. If the country fears contraction 
and wants more per currency, why don't 
it provide itself with it through this 
medium? National banking is said to be 
enormously profitable. Well, if it is s0, and more 
money is needed, why don’t you go to banking, 
and in that way make great profit, and at the same 
time supply this aheged want of more money! The 
truth ws, that every well-informed man knows that 
neither branch of thie proposition is true. Banks 
conducting a legitimate banking business (and none 
other should be allowed) are not making great 
profits; and every fact in our present financial con- 
dition goes to prove that we 

DO HOT NEED a GREATER AMOUNT OF PAPER

than is at present in circulation. Vast sums of 
money are idle in this country. This idle money 
cannot de made active by increasing its amount. 
Since the Ist of March last $135, 000, 000 have been 
invested in 4% per cent bonds, and $77,800,000 in 
4 per cents. hese amounts embrace both this 
country and Europe, but of the 4 pereent bonds 
$67,600,000 were taken in this country. Now, 
when our people are investing their money at 4 
per cent per annum, and great amounts besides are 
wholly idle, it seems almost idiotie for any- 
body to talk about the need of more money iu the 
country. The money is here, dut it is inactive. 
If you have got anything to sell, you can reach 
the money; it won't come to you without a return. 
If you have got money, you can buy 4 bond; if 
you have wheat, or com, or pork, or anything else 
of value, you can bay money. If you have none 
of these, you must work. Even an additional issue 
of greenbacks will not relieve your wants if you 
have nothing to sell and won't work. 

In one direction we may safely provide for an in- 
erease of our circulating medium; and upon this 
we shall, in Iowa, pretty generally agree. I refer 
to the remonetization of silver. The experience 
of our own country, as well as of other countries 
where the douple standard has obtained, justifies

Greenbacks are the worst enemies 
of capital, and if not withdrawn municipalities 
with heavy debts will repudiate the same. The 
folly of those whocontend that more greenbacks 
are needed to relieve distress is shown by the 
fact that more greenbacks are now im circulation 
than when the panic commenced in 1873. The 
Government bas nothing to do now but to fund 
the greenbacks. The labor of the country is 
more in need of the withdrawal of greenbacks 
than capital.

“THE OLD FLAG--AND AN APPROPRIA-

The last Congress, to its honor be it said, 
refused to renew the subsidy to the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company; but already the 
lobby has been engaged to make the demand 
at the next session, and there is no 
doubt that it wiil be pressed vigorously and 
earnestly. A history of the last subsidy may 
prove of interest, and at the same time show 
to the country how utterly fraudulent the 
whole subsidy business is. 

The original subsidy was voted in 1865. It 
granted to the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany $500,000 a year, for ten years, for a 
monthly mail service from San Francisco to 
Japan and China. The contract expired in 
July, 1876, and the last Congress refused to 
renew it. The total payments under the 
contract were $5,000,000; the postages col- 
lected on the mails in the ten years were 
$150,000,—a loss of $4,850,000. Including 
interest on the expenditure, the loss exceeded 
$5,000,000. A writer in the New York Tunes, 
to whom we me indebted for the facts herein 
stated, relates that at the time this subsidy 
was voted the Company was paying 

annual dividends, and its shares were 
in New York at from 100 to 150 per 
cent premium. Outside of its steamships it 
held other property in San Francisco and 
New York valued at from $7,000,000 to 
510,000. 000. The capital stock of the Com- 
pany was increased to $20,000,000. Four 
large steamships and two large side-wheel 
ships were added to the line, at an outlay of 
$8,000,000. The value of this investment 
has shrunk to $300,000, the steamers being 
now worthless, except to the ship-builder 
for materials. The trade has never paid its 
The market value of the Com- 
pany's shares has shrunk from $40,000,000 
to $4,000,000; all its property except the 
steamers has been sold. The Company 
operated a coast line, which has been profit- 
able, and the China line, which has been 
losing from the first. 

The cost of the whole foreign postal serv- 
ice of the United States for the year 1876 
was $722,044, of which $500,000 was paid 
to the Pacific Mail Company for the monthly 
mail to China. The total cost of all the 
trans-Atlantic mails for the same year was 
$172,348, the latter being dispatched four 
times a week, and the Chinaand Japan mails 
once a month. The mail-matter sent during 
the year by the Atlantic lines thus com- 
pares with that sent by the China line: 
Sent to Europe by Atlantic steamers, 8,928,- 
889 letters and 9,000,000 papers; sent to 
China ard Japan, 96,717 letters, and received 
159,717 letters. Estimating the number of 
letters brought to the United States from 
Europe to be as great as that sent, we have 
nearly 19,000,000 letters, transported at a 
cost of $172,000, while we paid $500,000 for 
carrying 156,434. ‘The total receipt of post- 
ages from the China and Japan mail was 
$18,679. The mail service was divided be- 
tween the Pacific Mail Company and the 
other, an unsubsidized company. Making 
allowance for this, the people of the United 
States were taxed at least $4 for the 
transportation of each letter carried 
by the Pacific Mail Company. Of the 
exports from San Francisco to China and 
Japan, considerably more than half the ton- 
nage is carried by the unsubsidized line. 
The import trade is not sufficient to support 
more than one line of steamers. The secret 
of the employment of the large steamers is 


the traffic in Chinese immigration, which is 


the only profitable part of the trade with 
China. The fare is $50 on a Chinese steerage 
passenger, and the number brought on one 
trip has oiven exceeded 1,000 Chinese. The 
regular steamers facilitate and encourage 
Chinese immigration. It is questionable 
whether any portion of the American people 
favor the appropriation of money from the 
Treasury to maintain and encourage Chinese 
immigration. 

The rival company in this Chinese trade is 
called the Occidental & Oriental Company. 
In 1876 it carried the mail for the ocean 
postages alone, and it claimed to have car- 
ried as much mail matter as the Pacific Mail 
Company carried. It received only $2,531, 
while the Pacific Mail received for the same 
service $500,000, The Occidental Company, 
however, has given notice that it will not 
carry the mails at that price any longer, and 
has also applied for a grant of $500,000 a 
year. The two Companies, therefcre, are 
asking $1,000,000 a year for carrying about 
1,000 packages of mail matter, each package 
of less weight than that of a barrel of flour, 
or equal to $1,000a package. The Occidental 
& Oriental Line is run in the interest of, if

The refusal of the Occidental & Oriental | 


Company (that is, Central Pacific Railroad) 
to carry the mails for the sea postage is a 
mere threat to coerce a subsidy. The sea 


postages average $1 per pound on mail-mat- 


ever, has the power to apply 8 remedy for 
such a strike as this. It has the power 
toregulate the commerce of the United States. 
It can require that all vessels, American 
or foreign, arriving or departing from our 
ports, shall carry such mails as the Postmas- 
ter-General may desire to send to foreign 
countries, or which American Consuls in for- 
eign ports may desire to forward to the 
United States, and receive such compensa- 
tion as Congress may fix,—say the ocean 
postage thereon, That, as a regulation of 
commerce and a condition applicable to 
American vessels as well as foreign, to be en- 
forced by proper penalties, would probably 
put an end to any such refusal to transport 
the mails. If the Central Pacifie Railway 
desire to test the authority of Congress to 
make such a regulation, they may find that 
the power can be exercised over railways as 
over vessels on the ocean. 


There was never a more scandalous and 


infamous robbery than this subsidy of ocean 
steamships. There never was an honest 
apology forit; and this claim now should not 
only be rejected, but with such promptness 
and emphasis as to forever crush out all 
further attempts of that kind in the future. 
— 
THE BEARS IN WHEAT. 

A couple of weeks ago Tus Tum gave 
the farmers a warning not to be deluded by 
the speculators who were selling wheat short 
of the current price for future delivery. 
While the bears were seliing it down, down, 
down, till it reached 914 cents for Septem- 
ber delivery in Chicago, we told the farmers 
of the Northwest that wheat was about the 
best thing they could hold for a while, and 
that the only way in which the bears would 
be able to reach their expectations would be 
by a panic among the farmers to rush wheat 
to the market and get what they could for it. 
We reminded them that the wheat crop was 
short in almost every part of the globe ex- 
cept in the Northwest, certainly short in 
California, Engtand, France, Holland, and 
the Atlantic coast of Europe ; that the Black 
Sea product would be cut off altogether by 
the Turko-Russian war; that the Indian 
famine is sure to cut a figure in the 
demand ; in one word, that there was only 
one certain and abundant supply, viz.: in the 
vast wheat crop of the Northwest. Never- 
theless, the bears went on beating down the 
price. Tux Tarpunz’s article was timely. 
It was widely copied throughout the West; 
the farmers quickly apprehended the sound- 
ness of the advice, and have acted upon it. 

We desire now to reiterate that advice 
with the confirmation of its soundness which 
events have already afforded. The gentle- 
men in this market who sold down to 914 
cents are confronted now with the cash price 
of $1.16, and they will be obliged to buy in 
at something like that figure if the farmers 
keep cool and send their wheat along'‘slowly 
in response to the legitimate demand. The 
New York bears have been caught along with 
the Western bears. The speculators in that 
market have until recently confined their 
operations to stocks; bat the stock-market 
became so badly demoralized that there 
was no more speculation in it, and 
they turned their attention to grain. Their 
experience of late years in stocks has taught 
them that the short-seller was pretty sure to 
win, as stocks were pretty sure to keep on 
going down. They have sought to apply the 
same rule to wheat, making no allowance 
for the generic difference between a watered 
railroad stock and the stuff the world lives 
on. They have been badly bitten. They 
undertook to sell the farmer’s produce which 
they had not yet bought, at prices lower 
than the farmer was willing to accept. The 
farmer was not consulted in the matter at 
all. The New York bears did not own the 
property they have been selling. They were 
trading on the substance of other people. 
And now they have been brought up with 
the round turn they deserve. They have 
begun to send out their orders to Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee, and to scour 
the. Northwest to buy in the prop- 
erty which they have agreed to de- 
liver this month; Our advice to the farm - 
ers is stili to hold on, selling only enough 
wheat to meet the legitimate demands, and 
at a good round price. The New York 
„shorts who have agreed to deliver there 
in Sep tember must buy the property here in 
the West before the 10th to get it there. 
Let them sweat, to use a homely but express- 
ive phrase. The farmers have no interest 
in helping out of a bad place a lot of 
gamblers who formed a conspiracy to 
put down the product of the West. It is a 
good time to teach them a lesson. Let them 
confine themselves to their wildcat stocks; 
the West. has no interest in that sort of thing. 


lieve that for two years more the bank was 
all right. It is pretty certain that the pro- 
cess Of disembowelment did not begin till 
after Spencer had complete control, and Mr.

What became of the money is a problem 
thatisnow puzzling people who give the 
matter any thought. In round figures, about 
$2,000,000 have disappeared. How did 
Spencer dispose of that immense sum within 
a year or two? Admit that half of it has 
been swallowed up in bad investments like 
the Calumet swamp-lands, paper railroads, 
wilderness real-estate, and so on, how did 
Spancer get away with the other million? 
He has acknowledged the stealing of 
$500,000 by leaving behind him notes 
for that amount; but at least 
$500,000 more have been stolen which he 
has not acknowledged. The money he used 
to pay for the stock he bought cannot repre- 
sent more than $200,000 or $300,000 at 
most, for it is asserted positively that he 
took with him $150,000. from the Cook 
County National Bank when he went over to 
the State Savings. He has not been ex- 
travagant in his habite, and, if he had been, 
he could not well have spent $200,000 in a 
year or two without exciting lively comment. 
It has been whispered that he dabbled in 
speculations on the Board of Trade; but if 
he had engaged in that sort of business to 
any great extent, the fact would have begun 
to manifest itself before now; the brokers 
he employed would have told what they 
know about his losses. The only investment 
of which there is any account is the purchase 
of a homestead for his wife, which cost 
$30,000 ; but this sum is like a drop of water 
in the ocean as compared with the bulk of 
the money he has taken. 

What has btcome of the money? The 
question has some bearing upon the investi- 
gation. Is Spencer credited with having 
stolen more than he really appropriated for 
himself, and did other men get their fingers 
in at the same time? Or has Sprzncer laid 
his stealings by fora rainy day, as the de- 
positors in the State Savings Institution 
thought they were doing? Has he been tak- 
ing cash and cash securities, and saving them 
for the collapse which he knew was coming? 
Has he got away with half a million in his 
pocket? The theory that he has taken a 
large sum with him is sustained by the mys- 
tery which enshrouds the disappearance of 
the assets, and also by the circumstance’ that 
certain collaterals like diamonds, which the 
bank ought to have, can be found nowhere. 
In any case, Spencer must be regarded as 
the champion bank-wrecker of the time. 

TARDY HISTORY. 

Better late than never.” The old proverb 
aptly suits the case of Maj.-Gen. Hooxsn, 
who, on the 21st of last July, made his report 
to the War Department of the battle of An- 
tietam, which took place in the fall of 1862, 
only fifteen years ago. In his preliminary 
letter to Adjt.-Gen. Townsznp he apologizes 
for his tardiness by stating that he com- 
menced to make an official report when call- 
ed upon at the time, but was not then able 
to complete it, not having seen a portion of 
the battle. Subsequently the report became 
mislaid and was never recovered until a short 
time ago, when it was returned to him from 
Washington through a clerk in the Treasury 
Department, whose brother, au aide-de-camp 
of Gen. Hooxen’s, had intrusted it to his 
hands for safe keeping without his knowl- 
edge, and until he should call for it. The 
report, which now for the first time sees the 
light, is a very damaging one to Gen. Mc. 
CLELLAN, and contradicts very emphatically 
the claim that the battle was a victory. The 


substance of the report, briefly stated, is as 


follows: On the 15th of September, 
1862, Ruionarpson’s brigsde and Pueas- 
onTon’s cavalry were ordered to follow 
the bel army on its retreat from South 
Mountain, and upon coming up with them 
to await the arrival of the First Corps, com- 
manded by Gen. Hooxer. The First fol- 
lowed shortly after, and the enemy made a 
stand at Sharpsburg. Hooxer, not feeling 
himself strong enough to attack, waited until

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river. On the following day no attack was 


made upon the enemy along the whole line, 
and the next day hu crossed the Potomac 
unmolested. Gen. Hooxzr’s comment upon 
the battle is briefly as follows: 

This battle has been called a victory for our 
arms, but, whether rightly so or not, the country, 
after reading my report will be able to form an 
enlightened judgment on the subject, and if it 
should not confirm the verdict of some of our 
authors, will understand the reason for our 
failure. Our attacks, instead of having been 
made simultancously and by the whole army, 
were made feebly, by corps, eXtending over 3 
period of twenty-four hours, and at least one 
corps of the army nowhere engaged. 

It is certainly incumbent upon Gen. Mo- 
Cretuan to explain, if he can, the lack of

The com- 
plete skeleton, with the exception of some ribs 
and the fingers and feet bones, was carefully ex- 
humed, and the skull was got out in very good 
shape, and proved to be of great size and with 
a magnificent cranial development. A rough 
comparison with other skulls found nearer the 
top of the mound and. with ordinary Caucasian 
skulis showed greatiy in favor of the occupant 
of the mound centre. The frontal bone is 
broad and high, the head well shaped. 
and in every particular approximat- 
ing the higher type of the Caucasian 
skull. The base is broad and the bones thin. 
A peculiarity of the upper jaw was that the 
wisdom-teeth, though full-formed, have not 
pushed through, and the roof of the mouth was 
very narrow and small. In no way does the 
head conform to the recognized Indian type; 
there has been no flattening of the skull. 

Below where the papoose was found, perhaps 
four feet below the crown of the mound, and in 
its northeast corner, the explorers came upon 
Nos. 3, 4, and 5. These were side by side, facing 
in, and forming an arc ofacircle. The skull of 
No. 4 was got out as nearly perfect as any 
specimen well could be, even the under jaw

another historical fact cannot be denied, name-

**Iconcur with you that the unit must stand ia 
both metals.” nd Washington, as President, 
sereed we his great Cabinet-officers in making 
the double standard of gold and silver the policy 
of his Administration and the Nation. They be- 
lieved commerce and finance would stand more se- 
curely upon two legs supporting them than on one. 
But those of our later 8, who wish us to un- 
learn the triple teachings of our Dictionaries, our 
Fathers, and our Nationa) History, and to believe 
this latter-day theory that silver is neither specie 
nor Hard Money, nor Honest Money, have tried 
the experiment of our commerce and finance hob- 
bling on one of these two legs, with such disas- 
trous resulte that the people are saying, with the 
voice of millions, 
“watt!” 

Nor can this third historical fact be forgotten: 
that every dollar of our Har- debt. the cost of our

„to strengthen the public credit,“ passed in 1869, 
solemnly pledged the national faith to the payment 
of our debt (uot in gold, but mark the words) i 
or its lent.” And that very act, as if to 
exclude the inference that con meant either 
metal alone, spoke of coin descriptively in a sub- 
sequent sgntence as gold and ler. And the 
Funding act, as late as July, 1870, which was pub- 
lished all over the worid, expressly declares that the 
$1, 500, 000. 000 of bonds, at 4, 444, and 5 per cent 
interest, therein provided for, shall be redeemabie 
(not in gold, but mark the words) in coin of the 
then present standard value; that is, the coin of 
July. 1870, when the silver dollar was by law not 
only unlimited legal-tender, but (e unit of our 
coin- value. 

Let me ask you, farmers of Southern Wisconsin 
and Northern Illinois. a question that even the 
wayfaring man can understand: If any one of you 
gave his note, payable Dt less than five nor more 
than twenty years after date, for 1,000 bushels of 
corn or oats at your option, and, by changes in the 
grain-market or any other cause, oats had become 
the more valuable of the two, who wonld dare to 


> demand that good faith required you to pay in the 


dearest grain? And could any ome demand with 
more reasoa that debts incurrea when gold and 
silver were both standard coin, and which we had 
promised to pay in that standard coin, and again 
promised likewise, mast, as a matter of honor or 
good faith, be paid now in the costlier metal ex- 
clusively? 

Except to those who willfully shat their eyes, it 
je as evident as the sun at noonday that the con- 
tinnance of contraction like that whicn ft is now 
officially announced has been silently going on for 
the past two years, as the times have been becom- 
ing more and more stringent, will inevitably be ru- 
inous. Resumption by contraction, and resump- 
tion exclusively in gold, will be the upper and 
pether millstones which will grind our interests 
into powder. If this policy is to be insisted upon, 
without some amelioration our Hard Times must 
become harder, — 

SURELY, DISASTROUSLY, RUINOUSLY. 
Banks, as a matter of self-defense, will withdraw 
their bonds, and their circulation based upon them, 
as they have been doifiz, bat more rapidly next 
year than last, thus intensifying this contraction 
month by month. Loane made by banks, 
savin ustituttons, and individuals will be 
called in, to prepare for the evil day. Mort- 
gages past due will be foreclosed, and, besides 
sweeping off the mortgaged properties at the hard- 
pen prices of such times, leave a burden of debt on 
the ruined debtor beside. Manufactories that need 
financial aid, ae all but the most prosperous do, 
must either take in sail. close up, or de ruined, 
thus swelling the two armies of the unemployed 
and the Bankrupt. Values will settle downward 
atill more hopelessly. And we may expect a con- 
tinual panic from January to January. 

But this gloomy future may be averted. Too 
long has an act of justice to the founders of our 
Republic, and justice to the interests of our silver- 
8 nation as well, —the restoration of silver 

its legitimate and constitutional rank as the 
equal and the colleague of gold, —been delayed. 
Even at this late hour, however, the act would de 
@ most auspicious one, giving asenrance that the 
suicidal policy into which Congress was seduced 
was to be abandoned, and ‘hat we had, therefore, 
seen the woret of these evil times.

No financial suggestion ef any kind can be free 
from objection; for, to a nation or an 
individual im debt, payment always 
volves trials to a greater or leseer ex- 
tent. And the strongest objection I can imagine 
to what I have suggested is, that, if the greenbacks 
should happen to be presented to the Secretary of 
the Treasury, and funded by the hundreds of mill- 
ions in the proposed bond at low interest, as scarce- 
ly seems probabig, the Secretary, to avoid contract- 
ing, might have fo invest them in the purchase of 
our 6 per cent bonds at their market-value, just as 
every purchases them now who has a surplus 
to invest in them. 

BUT I CANNOT SEE HOW 
this would injure us as a nation, when. while this 
rocess was guing on, we should be sorapidly re- 
ucing our ano interest-account oa our bonds; 
which, with its constant lessening of the burden 
of annual taxation for that purpose, would more 
than compensate for the premium that might be 
paid for our 8 per bonds in the open market. 

And te make this optional redemption would be, 
in the extremest view of the case (even if every 
dollar of the greenbacks should be presented at the 
Treasury to de funded), not as owners to the Govw-

And here, having discussed, as you desired, 
The Hard Times—Their Cause and Cure, from

MARINE NEWS. 


IRON SHIP-BUILDING. 

The Pali Mall Gazette printa some information 
touching the progress of iron ship-building in the 
United States. Five years ago England had a de- 
cided advantage over North America with respect 
to the cost of ship-building, the materia)s and the 
labor being much cheaper. But a great change 
has taken place in the meanwhile, for the price of 
American iron bas fallen nearly 50 per cent, and 
the present rate is not much above that of the 
principal European markets, while copper is now 
produced in such quantities that it nas become an 
article ef exportation. The price of labor, which 
is the most important item in the construction of 
vessels, being estimated at 70 per cent of the total 
cost of a steamer, has aleo been reduced by the 
use of machines which are not employed in En- 
giand. The first iron vessel constructed in the 
United States, was built in 1868, and since then 251 
ships of various dimensions, with a total tonnage 
of 197. 500 tons, and valued at from £12, 000, 000 
to £15, 000, 000, have been launched, this being an 
average of about 30 every year. These figures 
are very insignificant when placed beside those 
concerning the ship-building on the Ciyde, but 
the United States returns for the four last years 
show some very remarkable results. Thus the 
tonn of vexsels constructed was 224,000 tons 
in 1872, 266,000 tone in 1874, 270,000 tons in 
1875, and 204,000 tons in 1876. Upon the other 
hand, there has been a id. decrease in the num- 
ber of screw-eteamers built on the Clyde since 1873 
—from 126 in that year to 113 in 1875, and to 83 
last year. There has not been any decrease in the 
number of paddle- wheel steamers. of which 16 
were built last year, against 14 in 1872 and 10 in 
1874; but in the United States the yard of Mr. 
Roach—one of the largest ship-builders in the 
country-—has turned out 36 paddle- wheel steamers 
with a total tonnage of 68, 150 tons.

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DALZELL’S REUNION. 


A Big Crowd at Marietta Yesterday—A Sham 
Shock of Arms. 
Special Dispatch te The Tribune. 

Manet, O., Sept. 5.—This, the second day 
of the Veteran Reunion ands Encampment, 
dawned with a clouded sky and every indica- 
tion of rain, but, about 8 o’clock, the sun came 
out and dispersed the fog and clouds, and gave 
us a cool, pleasant, and delightful day. The 
day was ushered in, as was yesterday, by the 
reveillie and booming of cannon, and all day the 
various troops of military in attendance have 
been marching and countermarching through 
the streets, with bands and drum corps, till the 
very air is impregnated with martial music, and 
every point of vision seems obstructed by 
the glittering bayonets, burnished arms, and 
bright trappings of the troops. The day was not 
incumbered with oratorical or formal exercises 
of any kind, but was left entirely open to visit- 
ing veterans for reunions among themselves. 
The crowd in attendance to-day was much 


larger than that of 1 As early as 3 


o’clock in the morni ple began coming in 
from tbe surroundiagf#fcountry, on foot, on 
horseback, and in wagons, till every lane and 
by-way was converted into a highway, and every 
highway poured ite enthusiastic hundreds into 
town. These hundreds were soon swelled to 
thousands by arrivals on the two raflroads cen- 
tering here, and by the boats on the two 
rivers. Special trains arrived, one after 
another, and chartered boats steamed up to the 
wharf one after another until the appearance of 
shipping was really metropolitan. These crowds 
were soon augmented by townspeople, till loco- 
motion on the streets, difficult as it was dy 
reason of the crowd yesterday, was rendered al- 
most impossible to-day. 

This morning at 9 o’clock the Columbus 
Cadets went through the = I of guard- 
mounting and inspection, followed by battalion 
drill, and closing with a dress-parade, the whole 
exhibition occupying about an hour and a half. 
This exhibition was given in City Park. in the 
presence of about 5,000 spectators, for the benefit 
especially of the citizens of Marietta, who have 
shown them so much bospitality and so many 
courtesies. During intervals between the sev- 
eral parts of the exhibition the magnificent 
band belonging to the Cadet Battalion fayored 
the spectators with some ehoice selections of 
music. At 12 O'clock an impromptu meeting 
was organ in the speaking- pavilion in the 
— which was addressed b ns. Leggett, 

earing, Wallace, and Ric u, and Maj. Me- 
Eldowney, of the Confederate service. At 1 
o’clock the line of march was formed by the 
military, and, under command of Col. 
D. A. Grosvenor, Assistant Adjutant-Gen- 
eral on Gov. Young’s staff, the column 
moved to a large open feld about 
two miles east of town, where a sham battle 
was fought, Maj. Waggoner, of the Columbus 
Cadets, commanding the Rebel side, and Capt. 
Burlingame, of the Caldwell Guards, the Union 
force. Surrounding the hattle-fleld on three 
sides were high hilis, forming a natural amphi- 
theatre, which were literally black with human 
beings. Evefy place where a foothold could be 
secured was occupied, and the crowd of specta- 
tors present to witness the novel sight was 
something immense for a place like this. For 
the fight, each man of the 700 or 800 engaged was 
supplied with thirteen rounds of fixed ammuni- 
tion, and loading and firing was done in the best 
of style. Skirmish lines were first thrown out 
by each side, and the fighting was desultory, 
but, presently, both sides deployed forward by 
columns, and firing became geveral. Volley 
succeeded volley, and the brazen tones of the 
cannon were echoed back from the hills. The 
battle resulted, finally, in a victory for Capt. 
Burlingame’s forces, the line of march was re- 
formed, and the road home taken, the little 
cadets of Columbus creating much merriment 
amoung the spectators and veterans, they coming 
in on route step, wearing bandages, empty 
sleeves, and all limping. This ended the day’s 
programme, with the exception of an experi- 
ence meeting held to-night, together with a 
general illumination of the city again.

A Large Company Offers Its Men a Com- 
promise. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 
WILKESBARRE, Pa., Sept. 5.—A slight change 
has come over the situation, one of the largest 
operating firms offering their men a virtual 
compromise, and this after maintaining through- 
out the strike that no concession was possible. 
Charles Parrish & Co., who have the contract to 
operate the extensive mines of the late Lehigh 
& Wilkesbarre Coal Company, offer their men 
what i. known as the sliding scale. The wages 
offered are the same as when the strike com- 
menced, on the basis of $3 ver ton for coal 
on board in New York, with a 10 per 
cent increase in wages for any advance on 
$8 in New York. As coal is now selling there 
for $4, the sliding scale would make the wages 
10 per cent more than before the strike. The 
offer is heing held under advisement by the 
miners, With no result announced yet. Its ac- 
ceptance would bea bitter pill for the strikers 
to swallow, their demand being for B instead 
of 10 percent, and it is possible they may not 
accept, as the concession on their part is 80 
much greater than on tbe part of Parrish 
& Co., who are enafled to make the 
offer by the advance in coal without any loss to 
themselves. The effect on the general situation 
cannot be accurately foretold. It isa break in 
the ranks of the operators, and precludes any 
harmovious action. Some of the small opera- 
tors will make a similar offer, but, judging 
from a conversation with some of the coal men 
to-night, none of the influential companies will 
recede fram their position, demanding uncon- 
ditional surrender on the part of their em- 
ployes. Should the offer of Parrish & Co. be 
accepted, however, it is likely that a general re- 
sumption will follow.

TO LEAVE sr. PAUL THE 13TH INST. 
Gen. Terry arrived in this city yesterday from 
the East, and registered at the Grand Pacific, sub- 
sequently taking the 10 o'clock train at the Mu- 
waukee & St. Paul depot for the latter city. Gen. 
Terry, with Gen. Albert Gallatin Lawrence, of 
volunteer-service renown, ef Rhode Island, com- 
pose the Indian Commission appointed by the Gov- 
ernment to go into the wilds of the British Posses; 
sions and extend a cordial invitation to Gen. Sit- 
ting- Bull to reconsider his resolution to renounce 
allegiance to his native country, and 
again become a citizen of the 
United States. The Canacian authorities have 
become sick of him, and desire the United States 
to take him off their hands. He is like a white 
elephant to them; they do not know what to do 
with him. Besides, they have no Gen. Sheridan. 
Gen. Terry, or Gen. Crook to discipline him, and 
they think, like Rip Van Winkie, .that they ‘‘are 
tter off mitout him.” So we are going to invite 
im to spend the winter with us, subject to the 
same treatment which we accord the rest of the In- 
so long as he behaves himself.

Wilson, who has had charge of thie part of the 
vank’s business for years, to see that the land was 
taken care of, and did not pass out 
ef the bank's hands. The taxes will be paid as 
soon as it is absolutely necessary to do so, and the 
bank will thus hold on to this portion of its assets. 

MR. GOODWIN WAS ASKED TO EXPLAIN 
a $6,000 transaction which the Committee had 
come across in the books. In repjy he stated that 
he had borrowed the money of the bank on some 
property of his, giving a note secured by a mort- 
gage on the same. He afterwards sold the property 
to Goudy & Chandler, who assumed the mortgage, 
and he (Goodwin) got back bis note. The expla- 
nation was deemed sufficientiy satisfactory, and 
Mr. Goodwin and Mr. Wilson were allowed to 


depart. 

Then the Committee calied in 

MR. L. B. SIDWAY 

and Mr. Perkins Bass. Up to this time the pro- 
ceedings had been private, but Mr. Sidway insisted 
that, inasmuch as the meeting of the day before 
had been public, and as certain insinuations had 
been made reflecting on the old management of the 
bank, the present meeting must also be public, so 
that what he had to say in reply to those insinua- 
tions might go out to tne worid. 

The Committee saw the justice of the demand, 
and the reporters were invited to take seats in the 
little room and hear the proceedin 

Mr. Sidway was first asked when he left the 
bank, and replied that it was in January, 1873, at 
which time the books and everything were straight. 
Being asked as to when the others left the bank, 
he reptied that Mr. Haines left in 1872. 

. Baas, in response to a similar question, said 
he sold bis stock in January, 1873, but retained an 
official tion until Octoberofthatycar. Messrs. 
Dore, Foster, Porter, and der went out in 
January, 1873, or thereabouts. 

Mr. Sidway had by this time n hold of 
Ledger E, which, he stated, showed all the assets 
on band Jan. 1, 1873. [It was from this 
that Tus TRIBUNE was e 2 to — 
the assets of the bank at that time.] Mr. Sidway 
added that the Committee might have looked into 
this book a week if they had so desired, as it 
lay right uncer their noses. 

er. Wentworth thougat this savored a little df 
criticism. and said to Mr. Sidway that the Com- 
mittee did not want to be censured. They 
were trying to find out all they could, and 

to be expec that they 
could light on just the t books at 
the right time. What he would like to know, 
further, was whether there was a journal or any 
other book showing in detail what these assets 
consisted of. 

Mr. Sidway said there was. 

Mr. Keeley remarked that the Committee had 
not found it. 

Mr. sidway said there were other books to show 
the assets itemized in detail. Ledger E itself fur- 
nished an itemized account of everything in the 
bank since Jan. 1. 1873, showing what the bank 
possessed under the beads of Bills Receivable, ’’ 
Bonds. ** Certificates,” etc. etc. 

Mr. Aldrich asked Mr. Sidway to refer to the ac- 
count known as Bille Discounted, which Mr. 
Sidway did, remarking that it showed the balance 
Jan. 1, 1873, and that there were books in the 
bank somewhere which would show the various 
items included in that balance. 

Mr. Wentwortn inquired of Mr. Bass as to when 
C. T. Bowen came into the bank. and when he 
went out. Mr. Bass hunted up the records, and 
stated that Mr. Bosen came in the Ist of January. 
1872, and the last record of his transferring stock 
showed that tho date of that transaction occurred 
Aug. 15, 1875, when he probably went out. 

Mr. Sidway suggested to the Committee that

OUGHT TO EMPLOY AN EXPERT 
to go over the books with them, as nobody but an 
expert could be expected to go through the books 
and sift matters. 

Mr. Wentworth remarked that there might be an 
honeet difference of opinion as to what the 
Committee ought to do, bat, according to his 
notion, they wanted to find out. among other 
things, how so much trashy paper bad been taken 
as security for loans. Calumet stock, and Pacific 
Railroad etock, and others too numerous to men- 
tion had been discovered, a =~ deal of which 
was absolutely worthless, and the first thing, or 
among the firet things, to do was to find out ander 
whose administration and in jast what manner the 
bank bad taken these worthless securities. Would 
this Ledger E. or the inventory, or whatever it was 
called, show anything regarding this matter? 

Mr. Sidway aid the books would show it all, and 
there was no difficulty in finding out anythin 
they were looking for. This Ledger R showe 
everything in the bank Jan. 1, 1873, and the Com- 
mittee could fullow it up and see what became of 
those items. 

Mr. Aldrich admitted that the ledger showed 
everything up to Jan. 1, 1873. but after that date 
it looked as if the books had been scientifically 
doctored so ae to cover up matters. Commit- 
tee had sought to get track of matters after that 
date and had failed. He believed the bank, under 
Mr. Sidway's management, had been run honestly, 
but he coulduꝰ t say so much for it under the man- 
agement of Mr. Sidway's successors. 

Mr. Sidway again suggested the employment of 
an expert. eople were getting the idea that they 
would realize little or nothing out of the bank and 
were selling their books. An expert could go 
through the books and probably bring to light mat- 
ters of which the Committee knew nothing. 

Mr. Aldrich said they had not given currence 
any statement which could lead depositors to form 
any such conclusions. 

Mr. Wentworth said he didn't propose to stand 
out on the steps and tell people they wouldn't get 
more than 10 cents. On the oteer hand, he would 
not be surprised if they got mere than 30. But 
what he did wish to say was that if the concern 
was thrown into bankruptcy, a large part of the 
assets would be eaten up im paying expenses. 

Mr. Keeley thought an expert would fnd 
dificalty in explaining some of the books. It 
seemed that crooked statemeuts were made by the 
bank officers, particularly Bulkley, every day, 
— the bookkeeper was wholly unable to ex- 
plain. 

Mr. Aldrich, while not claiming to be an expert, 
said he knew something about the way books 
onght to be kept, and, from his inspectien of the 
books, he had come to the conclusion that there 
were some very apparent instances of very queer 
bookkeeping. 

Mr. Sidway said an accountant could verify the 
accounts of Jan. 1873 in a very short time. The 
balances in other banks could verified by going 
to those banks and comparing flgures. 

Mr. Keeley referred to the discount register, and 
asked Mr. Sidway to explain certain entries refer- 
red to the day belore. 

Mr. Sidway replied that he was no accountant 
now, although he once was. Therefore be could 
not be expected at a moment's notice to light on a 
certain entry and explain it tothe Committee. A 
thorough accountant, familiar with tracing ont 
these things, could go over the books in a short 
time and explain matters to the Committee in a 
satisfactory manner.

Curcaeo, Sept. 5.—Your statement in yester- 
day's Tumor that the United States had made a 
demand on the Assignee of the State Savings In- 
stitution for $21, 693. 30 as an alleged deficiency in 
taxes due from the bank cannot but be received by 
the depositors and all others who have any sense of 
fairness and decency with indignation. Anything 
so contemptible on the part of a Government offi- 
cer as this demand can scarcely be believed as 
possible. Has the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue had no opportunity to ascertain the amount 
of taxes due the Government from this bank 
until now, when the institution has ceased 
to exist, and the savings of thousands of poor peo- 
ple which had been confided to its care are found 
to have been in great stolen? Are there no 
other fields in which t whole ener of this 
officer can find full scope? When whisky-thieves 
are allowed to steal from the Government on a gi- 
gantic scale and the fines against them remain un- 
collected, is it not rather small business for the 
Government to endeavor to squeeze from the
